As the say¬ 
ing goes, “There are tricks in all 
trades,” and although there is a 
heavy penalty for adulterating 
milk in the state of New York, 
yet the milk dealers do it, thus 
making it necessary to have a 
milk inspector, who, by the way, 
is also a Bethel man, Mr., Charles

to test the milk handled by the 
dealers, once in two weeks, and take 
any about which he has any suspi¬ 
cions, to the laboratory to be analy¬ 
zed; if it does not come up to 
the required standard of 12% solids 
and 3% fats, the dealer Is pros¬ 
ecuted and heavily fined. Since 
the organization of Greater New

SUNLIGHT IN THE STABLE. 

A. Neglected Item In tlie Practice of 
Good Dairying. 

Mr. John Gould of Ohio says he has 
been in the habit of paying attention to 
the window lighting of the many stables 
which he sees, wherein dairy cows pass' 
most of the.winter, and under the title 
of “sunlight in the stable” he records 
in The Country Gentleman impressions 
received:. I am struck times without 
number with the little regard which is 
paid to the proper lighting of a stable, 
and the little attention these men seem 
to pay to the value of sunlight in their 
stables. The usual rule is to put in a 
few small windows along’ the'noftiftrh' 
walls—few of any kind or size. In a 
large new barn which I recently vi sitedj- 
the semibasement stable in which more 
than 40 cows were tied had no light 
admitted from north, east or west sides 
save when doors were. open and only 
four small windows on the south side. 
There seems to be a prejudice against 
admitting light full and free into a sta¬ 
ble, a belief that, comfort in a stable 
' consists of making it dark and without 
j ventilation, and then the owners wonder 
about a great many things that happen 
while their cows are in the winter sta¬ 
bles. 

A stable should he as light as the sun 
oan make it and the windows so large 
that the sunlight can fall on the cows 
and floors, and if one is afraid that 
there will be too much falling of tem¬ 
perature during the cold nights by re¬ 
fraction put outside storm windows on, 
the air space inclosed by which is a 
sufficient protection. One of the finest 
dairy herds I ever saw was actually 
basking in sunlight. There were large 
windows with outside storm sashes. 
The temperature was kept very even, 
and ventilation was secured by flues 
and dampers, not by either cracks in 
the walls or open windows. 

The testimony everywhere is that the- 
men who have these well lighted stables 
are warm in their praise. In my barn 
I would no more think of going hack to 
the dark little windows than of readopt¬ 
ing the 1850 plan of letting my cows 
sleep in the wood lot in winter. The 
verdict everywhere is that the cows are 
better cared for, do better and are in 
better health and strength for the abun¬ 
dant light. A cow with the sunlight 
falling on her in the stable is having 
all the advantages of a snn bath, and 
thus escapes zero weather. In the well 
lighted, sunny stable there are a dryness 
to the air and freedom from staleness 
or disagreeable smells which repay one 
over and over for the little outlay. 

I emphatically believe that the cow 
stable should never be a subbasement 
affair or be walled in on the north side 
with a windowless stone wall. StableS 
should run north and south and be so 
arranged that the morning sun comes 
in on that side, the noon shines in the 
south end window, and in the afternoon 
the west windows should get their 
share. My dairy barn is built this way, 
and Iregard it asa capital plan, though 
the windows are not extremely large. 
With sunlight and absorbents I have 
not the least difficulty in keeping a 
warm, dry stable. 

In Germany there is a custom of 
double ring ceremonies, in which the 
groom' as well as the bride is wedded 
and endowed with a band. These rings 
are always exact duplicates except in 
finger size. This fashion is becoming 
quite popular in this country. But in 
style the wedding ring is the same as 
our mothers wore.-

v .A consular report from, France says:; 
“The poor people during the fall and 
“winter often make two meals daily from 
chestnuts. The ordinary way of cooking 
them.is to remove the outside shell,, 
blanch them, then a wet cloth is placed 
in an earthen pot, which is almost fill¬ 
ed’with raw chestnuts. They are cover¬ 
ed with'a second Wet cloth and put on 
th&fire to, steam. They, are eaten-with; 
salt-orunilk. Hot gteamed chestnuts axe 
carried around the city streets in baskets 
or pails. -The majority of the. working’ 
people, who usually have no fire early. 
in] the morning, eat them, for their first 
breakfast, with or without milk. Phy¬ 
sicians state that, as an article of food, 
chestnuts are wholesome, hearty, nutri¬ 
tious and fattening.

Barreling Apples and Pears. 

Ip barreling apples it is quite safe to 
pile the apples as much as two, inches 
above where the head will fit in the 
chine. If pressed down evenly, there is 
elasticity enough in the apple skin to 
allow such compression without bruis¬ 
ing it, If the apples are not thus pressed 
down, they will shrink so as to be loose 
in’ the barrel, and will thus bruise in 
aandling the barrels worse thgn they 
would if pressed down. Pears cannot be 
thus pressed down. They are best pack- 
ad with a paper around each, which 
will keep it from touching its neighbor. 
—•American Cultivator.
